colorblind-correcting glasses, I sensed that this was more 
worthy of a story (and an adventure) than a press release. 

I've often wondered about how my experiences 
differ from those of my partner Scott's ever since he 
told me that he was colorblind - meaning he could not 
distinguish between the seemingly dulled, unremarkable 
tones of green and red that he sees. There have been 
times when I have gone positively bonkers over some 
scene in nature for which he just didn't have the same 
over-enthusiasm. Most recently, one day during our trip 
to Scotland, we exited a shaded woodlands trail in Glen 
Clova in the Scottish highlands and approached the Corrie 
Fee Nature Preserve. I lost it over the sheer magnitude of 
the greenness of the surroundings, the expansive emerald 
of the grasses and brush along the steep glacial edges, the 
depth of the clover's green dotted with clumps of purple 
heather beneath a sapphire sky of blue. 

Of course it was beautiful and I could tell Scott 
thought so too, but his reaction compared to my own 
overwhelmed reaction was, I suppose, to me, somewhat 
underwhelming. 

The same went for our autumn mountain climbs 
in the White Mountains. At every turn I'd squeal with 
delight at the brilliant punches of color - red, orange, 
yellow, purple even! Sure, I can be rather spirited - 
fine, spastic! - in my reflexive responses to the sensory 
splendors of nature, but I have at times wondered why 
Scott didn't express an appreciation for what was before 
us even fractionally as much as I. 

So as I sat there reading that colorblind glasses 
press release, I couldn't help but wonder, is all of that 
muted reaction because his vision is actually itself muted, 
and he truly doesn't see the same magnificence in color 
that I do? And what would happen if he were to try on 
these glasses? 

It was indeed time for another adventure. 

I knew that I would have my story, and perhaps, 
just maybe, the man I love would have red. He would 
have green. He would have sparkling mountaintop 
views of a gazillion shades of green like I do, stunning 
rainbows, sunsets that are so on fire you could cry, and 
even just the simple joy of watching a weekend golf game 
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and effectively distinguishing between the red and green 
boxes of the golf score sidebar instead of those subtle 
shades of brown he normally sees. 

Either way, we had our next adventure courtesy 
of the Mattapoisett Library, and I was on a quest to elicit 
an overwhelmed response to a vivid color-saturated scene 
instead of the typical contemplative nod from a relatively 
calm, cool, collected character like Scott. 

I had Scott perform some online colorblindness 
tests using various Ishihara color plates and I gasped 
every time he was unable to see that red-toned "27" or 
square or figure of a boat amongst a sea of subdued-green 
dots. It was astounding, actually, when on one website 
I was able to upload my own photos and then click on 
simulations that would turn the photo's color scheme

into that seen by someone with color blindness. That 
mountaintop view was a dismal display of monotone 
murky greens and browns. No wonder I'm the only one 
squealing. 

There are plenty of videos online of people trying 
these glasses on for the first time and sobbing. I imagined

Scott trying them on, looking around at the world around 
him - the trees, the grass, the flowers, my cranberry red 
pants - and sobbing slightly, just enough for maybe one 
tear to wipe away 

I met him Tuesday afternoon at the Mattapoisett 
Park and Ride lot. He hopped into my car, I handed him 
the glasses, and we parked ourselves in front of a building 
painted in shades I had noticed he could not distinguish 
in the online tests. I took out my phone and started 
recording just as he put the glasses on. He looked around, 
side to side, slid the glasses down his nose to view the 
surroundings with his bare eyes, and then pushed them 
back up again. I waited for the response. He was giving 
me nothing. 

"Well? What do you see?" 

Without sobbing and without wiping a tear he 
told me that, yes, some colors were more intense than he 
usually sees them, but his mind was occupied mostly on 
the cost of such glasses - $360 - much too high relative to 
the experience it offered. 

I turned off the video. 

"Okay, let's ride around and you point out the 
differences you see with the glasses," I said. 

We drove for a few minutes. He gave me no 
feedback and, still, no single tear. 

"Well? Anything?" 

"Sure, like I said, the colors are more intense..." 
he said, seemingly unimpressed with the world in 
Technicolor. But that all changed when he saw the first 
traffic light turn green, and then the green highway sign 
at the intersection of North Street and Route 6. 

Now THAT was remarkable, he told me. That 
green light, he said, is usually white, and that green 
highway sign was the most vivid shade of green he'd ever 
seen and never had imagined existed. And hey, look at 
that fire hydrant! And that fire truck! 

Now we were getting somewhere. 

The magenta flowers struck him as well, so we 
pulled over across from Shipyard Park and we surveyed 
the giant zinnias along the sidewalk. And then a monarch 
butterfly came around and THAT was remarkable, too. 

It seemed like he was rediscovering those 
everyday things that just naturally get absorbed into the 
background of everyday life, and finding the beauty in 
these things that I myself had rarely given much thought 
about. 

"Yes, actually, that fire hydrant is 'magnificent,' 

I suppose," I'd say. "And that green sign is pretty 
vibrant," I responded, sort of perplexed while still sort of

He was pretty excited over these relatively 
insignificant utilitarian objects that exist all around us to a 
degree that, for Scott, was pretty exciting, and suddenly I 
was the underwhelmed one forced to look at a traffic light 
in all its banal brilliance as if it were the first time. 

Funny how that one worked out. 

We'll hold onto these for the week I've been 
given, and we will surely take them with us when we hike 
the Presidential traverse this weekend up in the White 
Mountains. This adventure isn't over until I see some

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Echoes 

This Mattapoisett Life

The old photographs are all that remain. There 
are few family members, if any at all, who had firsthand 
contact with my long-deceased grandparents. Those of us 
who may have heard a story or two are getting older. We 
don't spend much time talking about our ancestors. 

Is it true that once the collective conscientious 
no longer remembers us, we are well and truly gone, 
only to awaken on those rare occasions when someone, 
somewhere in the gene pool, conjures up our name? 

After all, we are mere mortals of little repute. We are 
just average working-class people who came from 
immigrants. 

My grandfathers were immigrants. I never met 
them. Their hard lives bore down on their bodies as they 
joined the legions of other family members I would never 
know. Growing up without grandparents meant that any 
history imparted to me was second-hand. I only knew 
what I heard from their children and my parents as I 
studied fading sepia images. 

My mother's father, according to her, came 
across the Canadian border illegally. "He may have been 
running away from the law," she'd say. I'd look at his face 
in the photograph trying to find something there I could 
identify with, something that I could weave into my own 
narrative. What I may have taken from all those wispy

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conversations was that he was a rebel, skirting the rules 
here and there to survive. That I understand. 

Ma said that his dark complexion made the 
family believe he might have had American Indian blood. 
He was handsome in a rough-hewn way, unsophisticated, 
earthy, and known to have a raging, explosive temper. His 
name was Martin Billard. 

Some contemporary family members have 
tried to research his past through computer programs 
that warehouse public records. Ancestry research has 
produced sparse results. The few records available show a 
man who became a naturalized citizen in spite of entering 
the country as an undocumented worker. Martin married 
a citizen, my grandmother Mary Ransom, who then also 
had to be naturalized after marrying an illegal. The rules 
in the early twentieth century were much different than 
today. Between his marriage and his death, there are only 
the stories nearly obscured by time and distance. All of his 
children are now deceased. 

Ma said that at Christmas time, he would travel 
to New Bedford, where my grandmother came from, 
bringing back rare fruits and nuts, items we take for 
granted today, like oranges. He'd bring his children 
another rare treat, rock candy. How clearly I see her face 
smiling at that memory. It was precious to her. 

The rest of Ma's memories were filled with anger 
and the harsh realities of medical care of the poor before 
World War II. 

Her father drank. He didn't earn enough money 
to provide for his large family. His wife had to work, too. 
He had a stroke when he was only in his forties. People 
stepped over him in the street where he lain for hours 
thinking he was merely drunk again. He was placed 
in a bed on the first floor of the home that his wife had 
purchased. There he stayed, severely paralyzed, being 
cared for by my mother who was 12 at the time. He died 
years later in a hospital far from home. He outlived his 
wife who died in her fifties. That is the sum total of all I 
know. 

My father's father we know even less about. Dad 
was never predisposed to talk much about anything, 
least of all his family. But there the old man stands in 
pictures taken sometime in the late '40s or early '50s. In 
one picture he is standing with his wife, Nettie, and their 
oldest grandchild. Their clothing is very bedraggled. 

The grandchild is prim, tidy, and standing stick straight. 
Everyone is trying to smile. 

Of this man, Nehemiah Newell, I was told the 
following: the family emigrated from England to Nova 
Scotia, they were fishermen, and they were a band 
of brothers who traveled to Cape Cod for the fishing 
opportunities. In another picture, the short somewhat 
squat man is standing in front of lobster traps stacked 
high against a shack. He was, indeed, a fisherman. 

Nehemiah labored long and hard as a shore 
fisherman rowing a boat around Barnstable, Hyannis, 
and Yarmouth. Dad hinted that his father might have 
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been a laborer working on the Cape Cod Canal at one 
point. I can't confirm that detail. My paternal grandfather 
suffered from a "bad chest." His wife begrudgingly cared 
for him. They lived their final years as they had lived all 
their years, in nearly abject poverty. End of story. 

These were simple men in search of survival. 

It is highly likely that, if there were rules 
governing the immigration of persons from Canada to 
the U.S. in the early 1900's, my grandfathers avoided 
the paperwork. They could barely read. I wonder if my 
grandfathers would be allowed to immigrate now. My 
maternal grandfather may have had a checkered past, was 
uneducated, penniless, and did not have a sponsor. My 
paternal grandfather was uneducated, penniless, and also 
did not have a sponsor. 

Of one thing I am sure: they were following the 
money, the opportunity, the hope of something better. 
They came to the U.S. to thrive. They managed that, but 
little more in their own lifetimes. But they set something 
in motion that continues today. 

This I also know: their children scrambled up 
from the depths of poverty. Many of their grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren are college educated, or 
are tradesmen, have achieved economic success, are 
contributing members of this American story. 

Given the success of their flock, no doubt 
my grandfathers would believe as I do - they had 
accomplished what they started out to do, a chance at 
something more then mere survival. If that is the case, 
then this is a happy ending for my family. It is a never- 
ending story of humankind's drive, as real today as when 
my grandfathers skirted authority in order to live in the 
United States of America. 

BBC v. Town of Marion Lawsuit Endures

A Superior Court judge has denied the Town of 
Marion's request to dismiss the Buzzards Bay Coalition's 
lawsuit against the Town, and also denied both parties' 
requests for Summary Judgment. 

In a memorandum of decision and order dated 
August 21, Justice Debra Squires-Lee explained that, in 
order to dismiss the case, she would have to find that 
the BBC's motion did not demonstrate that the negative 
impact to the environment as a result of the wastewater 
treatment plant lagoons was "insignificant;" however, she 
wrote, she could not make such a determination. 

"The Town contends that the Coalition's 
allegation that the lagoons leak up to 50,000 gallons

per day is factually inaccurate and based on a deeply 
flawed study. However ... this Court must assume the 
truth of that assertion," the Justice wrote. "The Town 
further argues that the complaint is conclusory and lacks 
detailed facts to show how the alleged harm is more 
than 'insignificant'. ... But, the complaint alleges that 
leaching of nitrogen from the unlined lagoons pollutes the 
groundwater and contributes to pollution of Aucoot Cove, 
Sippican Harbor, and the Sippican River. 

"In this Court's view, the Coalition has pleaded 
significant facts to plausibly suggest Clean Water Act 
violations that would entitle it to declaratory and 
injunctive relief," the memo continues. "The motion to 
dismiss must be denied."

As for the Town of Marion's motion for summary 
judgment and the BBC's cross-motion for summary 
judgment, both were denied. 

The Town of Marion contends that it is entitled to 
judgment as a matter of law, asserting that the statute of 
limitations on a citizens' suit, 30 days, has expired. 

Along with the BBC, ten private citizens and all 
members of the board of the BBC, appear as plaintiffs on 
the complaint. 

However, Justice Squires-Lee explained why 
she was not persuaded that the Coalition's suit is based 
on an opposition to the NPDES permit issued by the 
Environmental Protection Agency, "in accordance with 
the time limit for setting aside an agency decision." 

"The Coalition alleges that the continuing 
environmental harm is being caused by the Facility's 
ongoing discharge of pollutants into the groundwater 
without a permit issued by the DEP," the Justice wrote. 
"The crux of the compliant is that the Town must obtain 
a groundwater discharge permit from the DEP which 
would entail compliance with the rigorous requirements 
of the regulations. Accordingly, the Town has not 
demonstrated that the Coalition's complaint is time- 
barred." 

The EPA issued the Town of Marion a NPDES 
(National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System) permit 
dated December 1, 2017 after the Town appealed the 
initial NPDES permit from 2014, which required the lining 
of all three lagoons, and settled the appeal in November 
2017. 

Furthermore, the Justice states that there is a 
general issue of material fact pertaining to the EPA's 
Consent Order requiring the lining of lagoon 1 to mitigate 
groundwater contamination, since it may or may not seek 
to remedy the very violations alleged in the lawsuit. 

"It is true that the Consent Order requires the 
lining of lagoon 1. ... However, those mitigation measures 
were agreed to by the Town after it expressly challenged 
EPA's authority under the Federal Clean Water Act," 
the Justice wrote. "Indeed, the First Circuit held that 
the EPA lacks the authority to regulate groundwater. ... 
[The] NPDES permit was intended to and authorized the

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discharge of pollutants into surface waters, not into the 
groundwater." 

What the Coalition et al. seeks is to compel the 
Town of Marion to comply with Massachusetts law and 
regulations governing groundwater discharge, and so the 
EPA's Consent Order does not preclude the citizens' suit 
to enforce the state's groundwater standards. 

The Coalition's request for summary judgment 
was denied because the Court could not find that the 
Coalition demonstrated an absence of genuine issue of 
fact pertaining to the environmental harm the lagoons 
cause because the Town's engineer's and the Coalition's 
engineer of its own study present conflicting information 
as to the degree of environmental impact. 

"Within twenty days, the parties are directed 
to submit a joint revised tracking order to advance this 
matter for a speedy trial," the Justice ordered. 

On August 29, the Town of Marion submitted a 
motion to supplement the record to include the Lagoon 
Optimization Plan, of which the Town has begun the 
process to complete by December 2019, the NPDES permit 
jointly issued by the EPA and MassDEP, and a July 11, 

2018 order from the hearing officer in the state appeal that 
denies the Coalition's motion to intervene. 

The Buzzards Bay Coalition, in response, filed its 
own motion to deny the Town's request. 

The BBC filed its complaint against the Town of 
Marion on February 5, 2018 claiming that the Town is 
in violation of the Clean Waters Act from the leeching 
of nitrogen and other pollutants from the wastewater 
treatment plant's three unlined lagoons that span a total of 
20 acres off Benson Brook Road, and insist the Town must 
apply for a groundwater discharge permit with MassDEP. 

The Town alleges that Coalition's study, which 
provides the basis of their argument, is flawed. 

Although both parties' studies produce data 
showing some discharge into the groundwater, there is 
a wide discrepancy in the degree of the environmental 
impact. 

According to the BBC's study, the lagoons 
contribute 33,400 pounds of nitrogen each year and 
an estimated leakage of 543,000 gallons of wastewater 
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annually, allowing for fluctuation. 

The DEP requires a groundwater discharge 
permit for over 10,000 gallons per day. 

The Town of Marion asserts that the Coalition 
did not factor into its results the impacts from septic 
systems and agricultural fertilizers, including those from 
an active nearby cranberry bog. The engineer alleged that, 
if the lagoons were leaking at a rate determined by the 
Coalition, the lagoons would be dry most of the time. 

Voters at the Marion Annual Town Meeting 
approved $2 million for the lining of lagoon 1, and the 
project which will go out for bid in the late fall. 

Rochester Signs Water Agreement With Marion 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

On a simmering September 4 evening when 
thoughts of tall cool drinks - water that is - were on the 
minds of many, the Rochester Board of Selectmen signed 
a comprehensive 20-year municipal water agreement with 
the Town of Marion. 

Selectmen Chairman Greenwood "Woody" 
Hartley stated that legal counsel for both towns had 
thoroughly vetted the agreement. 

After numerous meetings, the agreement grants 
the Town of Marion the right to search for water sources 
and water supplies within the Town of Rochester, among 
many other rights granted by the document. 
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Historically, Marion has depended on freshwater 
sources within Rochester's boundaries, while Marion has 
also provided a number of Rochester households with 
water from systems it installed and maintains. 

The agreement also mandates that, should 
Rochester elect to develop water sources, the cooperation 
of both towns is necessary to obtain regulatory approvals. 

Rochester Water Commissioner Fred Underhill 
said, "It's good to have this done for another twenty 
years. We fixed some of the glitches in the original 
agreement." 

Hartley thanked Underhill for his tireless efforts. 

Also coming before the selectmen was Rochester 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon to discuss the 
Municipal Vulnerability Plan and Hazard Mitigation 
Program. She said that grant monies had been received 
for the Town to move into brainstorming and planning 
sessions with the help of Southeastern Regional Planning 
and Economic Development District (SRPEDD). She 
explained that the program would include two four-hour 
workshops facilitated by a contractor that would include 
participants from the Fire and Police Departments, 
Council On Aging, Board of Health, and other town 
agencies, along with business owners and large 
landowners. Farinon said that at the end a report would 
be produced to assist the Town in moving forward with 
hazard management planning. 

The selectmen asked Farinon to return in March 
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at which time they would determine timing for the 
workshops. 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar reported 
that the Town had finally received reimbursement from 
the Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency for 
storms dating back to 2013. The $56,000 received would 
go into the General Fund, Szyndlar said. 

Szyndler also reported that Acting Police 
Chief Robert Small was selected for the Southeastern 
Massachusetts Law Enforcement Committee's executive 
board. 

Regarding the annual meeting recently attended 
with SEMASS, Szyndlar said that the topic of recyclables 
was broached. She said the solid waste disposal company 
would be assisting the Town in re-educating its citizens 
on the proper use of recycle bins. With costs for trash and 
recycling collection rising, she said it was critical to teach 
people the importance of clean recyclables. To that end, 
literature would be distributed to households as well as 
educational video productions. 

On the theme of recycling, Szyndlar said that a 
textile recycling company. Waste Zero, provides curbside 
pick up of clothing and similar items which could 
supplement solid waste removal, she explained. One of 
the upsides of the service, she said, was a payment to the 
Town of $20 per ton of acceptable materials. She said the 
company was interested in giving a presentation to the 
selectmen. This news was favorably received. 
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In other matters. Hartley announced that the 
Council on Aging is seeking three community members 
to assist the Board of Directors in selecting a new director. 
Interested parties may call Sharon Lally at the Council on 
Aging at 508-763-8723 no later then September 10. 

Earlier in the evening, the selectmen appointed 
Kimberly Burke to the Plumb Library Board of Trustees 
and acknowledged retiring Rochester Chief of Police 
Paul Magee with a citation for his years of service to the 
Town. Magee served Rochester from January 2003 until 
September 2018. 

The selectmen also granted use of the Pine Street 
fairgrounds to the Rochester Lions Club for a Touch-a- 
Truck event scheduled for October 13. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for September 17 at 6:00 pm in the 
Town Hall meeting room. 


Town Approaches Road to Renovate Town House 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Town of Marion has started its exploration 
of the latest version of a Town House renovation project 
- one that is more piecemeal in nature - that would take 
a more gradual approach, spreading out the cost, and 
improvements, over longer periods of time. 

Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson told 
the Board of Selectmen on September 4 that he reached

out to Marion Town House Building Committee members 
Bob Raymond and Bill Saltonstall, as well as Facilities 
Director Shawn Cormier and the project engineer, to come 
up with a plan to "gently attack" the project, Dawson 
said, by breaking it down into bite-size chunks taxpayers 
would find more palatable and easier to swallow. 

The concentration will begin by focusing on the 
building's envelope, Dawson explained, which will seal in 
the interior from the exterior and insulate and waterproof 
the 141-year-old structure. 

"The architect is going to come back to us with 
a proposal to see how we can best organize that and 
get some cost estimates for budgeting purposes," said 
Dawson. From there, the funding can be allocated over 
a number of years. "We have been meeting and talking 
about it... with some very good discussions." 

One important step, Dawson said, is to have the 
Town House commercially appraised to get a true sense of 
the actual value of the property. 

"I think we need some more info," said Dawson. 
"We're working away at that and we will have more 
information as it becomes available." 

In other news, local aquaculture farmer Shea 
Doonan was granted an aquaculture license for an oyster 
farm off Mitten's Flats after the board voted to give the 
project final approval. 

This was the "final go-around," as Dawson 
stated it, as the project has undergone a rigorous federal 
and state permitting process that first began with the 
board earlier this year, filtered through the Conservation 
Commission for approval in August, and now with 
an approval letter from the Massachusetts Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife in hand and a nod from 
Harbormaster Isaac Perry, it was back to the selectmen. 

"[The state] has completed their work and they 
are okay with the Board of Selectmen issuing the permit 
as it has been applied for," reported Dawson. 

Perry told the board that Doonan's other 
aquaculture site off Ram Island is in good standing and 
suggested, "We see no reason to hold him up on this 
second site at Mitten's Flats." 

The board asked Doonan if he would like to say a 
few words, to which Doonan hastily replied, "No, thank 
you," a response based on past experiences with the 
Board of Selectmen when a series of exhaustive debates 
did not benefit Doonan so much in other proposed project 
site applications in Marion waters. 

With this approval, Doonan has just one more 
step, which is the permit to start building. 

"Congratulations," Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Norm Hills told Doonan. 

Also during the meeting, at the request of 
John Rockwell, chairman of the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission, the selectmen voted to endorse 
the bike path project for Point Road as MOSAC prepares 
to apply for Community Preservation Act funding in the 
near future. 
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According to Rockwell, the project involves a 
paved bike path along 4,000 feet of Point Road beginning 
at Creek Road and heading south. 

Rockwell referred to Point Road as one of the 
"five deadly roads in town," of which there is a push to 
install paved bike paths for safety. 

"We're just looking for a letter to put in the 
application saying this is a good project and worthy of 
consideration," said Rockwell, who has already garnered 
a letter of support from the Conservation Commission 
and is expecting one from the Planning Board. 

"Thanks, John, for moving things forward," said 
Selectman Randy Parker. 

"I look forward to biking on it," said Selectman 
Jon Waterman. 

In other business, the selectmen approved the 
use of $21,000 from the Marion Music Hall's restoration 
account to restore a piano, which will bring the value 
of the piano to approximately $35,000. The older piano 
currently at the music hall will be transferred over to the 
Council on Aging. 

The board appointed Casey Gunschel to the 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission, and re¬ 
appointed George Pina to the Marion Council on Aging. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen will be September 18 at 7:00 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

Trash District Finds Optimism in 
New Exec. Director 

Carver, Marion , Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District Committee

There was a renewed sense of optimism by the 
end of the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District Committee meeting on August 29 with 
the hiring of a new executive director with real vision, 
committee members remarked, after having fired its 
former executive director, Ray Pickles, in January after 
years of mismanagement and alleged financial fraud and 
embezzlement. 

As Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
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stated earlier in the meeting, "This board has inherited 
a mess, quite frankly, and the next executive director is 
gonna have to help the board to right that ship." 

After three candidates were interviewed that 
evening, the committee, in a 7-1 vote, overwhelmingly 
chose Michelle Bernier as the one to "take the bull by the 
horns," as committee member Marietta Maraccini put it. 

Bernier said her experience has taken her all 
across the solid waste management landscape, from 'bag- 
and-tag' programs that are self-sustaining, to converting 
to 'pay as you throw' waste management, and has been 
all through Europe investigating alternative waste 
management practices. 

"It's my curiosity and the fact that I love this 
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industry/' said Bernier when asked why she would 
be a good fit for the CMWRRDD. "I have a lot of 
experience that I can bring to your problem." And it's a 
huge problem, Bernier acknowledged. Carver, Marion, 
Wareham - "They're very diverse communities trying to 
decide how to be served," said Bernier. 

"And I think it can be done," continued Bernier. 

"I think it would be fun; it would be a challenge." 

Bernier said she has toured the CMWRRDD 
facilities, finding many similarities with the facility she 
has run. Right away she offered the committee a number 
of options for the future of the district, beginning by 
recommending that Carver and Wareham, like Marion, 
offer their own municipal curbside collection. 

"This is my neck of the woods; I live here," said 
Bernier. "I think I have direct experience to bring to your 
problem." 

Earlier in the meeting the committee lamented the 
imminent expiration of the CMWRRDD's contract with 
Covanta that allows for waste disposal at its SEMASS 
facility in Rochester while reimbursing the CMWRRDD 
from 75%-100% for various aspects of the district's 
operations and payroll. That contract expires December 
31, 2020, and the committee was feeling the pressure to 
figure out in such a short time "what we want to be when 
we grow up," a term that was repeated all throughout the 
meeting drenched in pessimism. Bernier, however, offered 
the committee a much more optimistic perception of those 
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dwindling two years. 

"You're lucky," Bernier said. "You still have a 
year and a half of Covanta, so you've got a life preserver; 
you've got a year and a half before you hit the wall. It's 
not gonna be easy - transition is tough - but you have the 
money to cover it." 

The committee asked Bernier what her plan 
would be for the first six months as the district's executive 
director. 

"You need to figure out where you want to 
go and then, over the next six months, the executive 
director [would] present you with possibilities to get to 
where you think you want to be," said Bernier. "I think 
washed hands is not good for any town - not providing 
any services," Bernier cautioned. In contrast to prior 
suggestions of some CMWRRDD Committee members, 
Bernier advised, "I think you need to stay as a district. I 
don't think any of you want to absorb your current trash 
collection into your [municipal] budgets." 

The key, said Bernier, is to make the operation 
self-sustaining by using Covanta funds as "seed money." 

"You may need to use [district trash] bags at some 
point," said Bernier. Purchasing district trash bags would 
be the "fairest way" to cover the cost of the operation, 
she said. "It's not the only way. Once you have some 
suggestion or ideas ... then the next six months is to lay 
out the plan and then you're going to have to start with 
the public." 

The public will likely resist the change, Bernier 
suggested, adding, "With pay-as-you-go, you make 
yourself self-sustaining. 

"It's gonna be painful," she said. "It's like taking 
a Band-Aid off." 

The district could continue with each town 
serviced according to their individual needs, while 
remaining under the umbrella of a district, Bernier 
suggested. "Whatever decision you make, you need the 
district. I think [the district needs to] stay and it needs 
to be a separate entity that handles that mess," not the 
individual municipalities. 

Bernier's 6-month plan: roll it out incrementally, 
one town at a time. 
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"Whoever's ready/' said Bernier. "If you're going 
to do curbside, then it's Marion first." 

The committee considered making a decision at a 
later date, but it soon became evident that the committee 
had enough confidence to make up its mind that night. 

"She's been through all of it and doing what 
we're looking to do," said one committee member. 

As Maraccini pointed out, "She's been coming to 
our meetings. She knows what the industry is. She knows 
our problem, our strengths and weaknesses." 

"And she still applied!" exclaimed several 
committee members all at once. 

Committee member and Marion Selectman Norm 
Hills chose Bernier for the job, saying, "Without a doubt. 
She knows what she's getting into," said Hills. "She's 
actually happy to get into it!" 

"Clearly," Hills said, Bernier is a "visionary." 

"She had a plan, an idea; it was clear in her head, 
a step-by-step process," said Hills. "She is what we need." 

"I was very impressed," said CMWRRDD 
Committee Chairman Steve Cushing. 

Bernier will join the district pending contract 
negotiations, bringing her 17 years of experience in solid 
waste management in North Attleboro. In addition to 
her experience in solid waste management, Bernier was 
also the assistant to the town administrator and holds a 
Masters degree in English and was a teacher for a number 
of years. She was also a practicing paralegal for several 
years. Bernier lives in Mattapoisett. 

The committee chose former Fairhaven executive 
secretary of 27 years Jeffrey Osuch, who was also the 
DPW director for ten years prior, as the alternative 
candidate should contract negotiations with Bernier fail. 
The committee thanked a third candidate interviewed that 
evening, John Healey, for his interest.

Mattapoisett Boat Yard (MBY) would end in 2018. 

Simmons explained that MBY simply could not 
continue to provide the service as it wasn't profitable. 
With that grim reality, Simmons said she hoped the town 
would plan to acquire a pump-out boat to ensure that 
mobile service could continue. 

"People don't want to take what limited 
recreation time they have to pump their boats out at the 
wharf," Simmons explained. The convenience of having 
a mobile pump-out service has been one that boaters in 
Mattapoisett waters have enjoyed for years; losing that 
service will be a big blow to them, she said. 

According to Simmons, David Kaiser, general 
manager of the MBY, had informed her of the situation. 


which prompted her to look into cost estimates should 
the voters decide to purchase their own boat, something 
that she had suggested and planned for during a previous 
municipal budgeting season. That plan, however, was 
nixed at an annual town meeting. 

Simmons said the Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries governs a federal program that provides 
grants up to $75,000 to municipalities to purchase a pump 
vessel. These grants are part of the federal Clean Water 
Act, first enacted in the 1940s. Cost estimates for a pump¬ 
out boat were being investigated, she said. 

The Town of Mattapoisett currently provides 
shore side pump-out service located at the end of Long 
Wharf. Simmons said the shore side equipment currently 
needs about $17,000 in repairs and upgrades, of which 
she said approximately $4,300 would be paid for through 
federal grants. 

MAB Chairman Carlos DeSousa said, "We need 
to take this to Town Meeting." 

In other matters, DeSousa opened discussions 
regarding the need to consolidate mooring classifications 
that currently separate commercial and business status. 
He said that previously the local regulations scheduled 
10 percent of all moorings to a business classification 
that allowed marinas to hold a certain number for their 
customers. That allowed marinas to provide mooring 
services to customers without the worry of what had 
been a historically long waiting list for moorings. Now, 
however, with the wait list eliminated through better grid 
planning and an increased mooring field, there were 30 
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moorings unassigned. 

DeSousa suggested that both classifications 
could be melded into a singular business classification 
allowing the marinas to use them as needed for their 
business operation. Simmons said she believed that 
the two classifications were local distinctions versus 
anything mandated by state regulators. The commercial 
classification allowed marinas to rent moorings, while the 
business classification did not, it was pointed out. 

"[The marinas] are in business: they know what 
they need," DeSousa said. Simmons agreed, saying, "I'd 
leave it up to them." 

In attendance were representatives from Triad 
Boat Yard, Brownell Boat Yard, and Leisure Shore Marina. 
They were unanimously in favor of the rule change. 

While none said they wanted to be in the mooring 
rental business, having a few for rent would help their 
operations. 

A cautionary note was lobbied into the discussion 
when MAB member Bob Moore said, "The Inspector 
General is adamant that these are public waters. Boat 
yards are not allowed to put anyone ahead of a town 
person. But with the extra moorings we now have, that 
might not be so relevant." He added, "The Inspector 
General is concerned that everyone goes through the 
Harbormaster's Office." 

That brought up a sticking point for Simmons 
who said that marinas were not keeping her fully 


informed regarding boats staying on moorings for more 
then 14 days (in the agitate) in a season. Any boat moored 
in Mattapoisett for that period of time is required to 
pay a permit fee, Simmons said. Lack of notification by 
marinas made fee collection nearly impossible, Simmons 
explained. The marina representatives acknowledged 
their role while at the same time wondering aloud how 
such notification would be managed on a day-to-day 
basis. 

On the matter of another type of notification to 
the Harbormaster's Office, Simmons reported that she had 
sent a letter to Leisure Shores Marina asking for a list of 
boats and owners per the Harbor Rules. She stated that 30 
of the 54 boats noted were cited for not having Waterways 
User stickers. 

In the end, it was determined that the selectmen 
would be notified that the MAB suggests a rule change 
eliminating the commercial classification for some 
moorings and that Simmons would draft a letter to them 
in that regard. 

Simmons also reported that the two vessels 
used by her department were not suitable for the type of 
activities her staff is required to perform and was actively 
securing cost estimates for a new harbormaster boat. She 
said that domestic cost estimates ranged around $150,000. 
A source in Canada quoted closer to $85,000 per vessel. 

Another issue Simmons raised was the use of 
private vehicles by herself and her staff for departmental

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activities. She said that municipal planning indicated the 
Harbormaster's Office would inherit an SUV from the 
Police Department, but she wasn't convinced it would be 
totally suitable, although she said she would be grateful 
to have it. She called this issue a "priority" due to the 
liability issues associated with the use of private vehicles 
for business purposes. 

Simmons also stated in her written reports, "Since 
[May 10, 2018], we have issued 161 warning stickers for 
violations such as winter sticks not being removed ... no 
boat stickers on moorings, slips, dinghy spots, or kayak 
racks, and failure to have a boat property registered." 

She wrote that citation documents were now in hand, 
allowing "finable offenses under the Harbor Rules" to be 
issued. 

On the theme of security in and around the 
wharves, Simmons said she has the capacity to add 
security cameras to Internet connections already in 
place. However, she said that to date, funds had not been 
allocated to purchasing equipment. Simmons said her 
plans would include live streaming so that those wishing 
to "see" in real-time what's going on at this iconic location 
could do so. She said that people who have mobility 
issues could view the harbor side while, at the same time, 
would-be vandals and thieves - both real problems at this 
location, she stressed - could be videotaped. 

Moore said that possibly the Lions Club could 
partner with the Town in providing webcam equipment 


for security purposes as well as community engagement. 
He said he would follow up with the Lions Club at their 
next meeting. 

Simmons also offered a packet containing what 
she termed blog-like snippets of the daily activities of 
her staff. She said the wide-range of interactions and 
situations her staff encountered during the boating season 
might surprise the public. Some entries were the expected 
such as assisting disabled vessels to shore. Some were 
downright comedic like this entry, "Assist boater who 
thought he lost his boat. Boat on mooring; he just couldn't 
find it." Simmons hopes to make these logs available to 
the public either through print or social media. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board is scheduled for September 27 at 7:00 pm 
in the town hall conference room. 

Lunch Prices Up, Straws Out 

Rochester School Committee

The Rochester School Committee was the first to 
approve a modest increase in the price of school lunch, 
but voted to wait until January to enact it, setting a 
precedent for the remaining districts who have not yet 
met this school year. 

On August 29, School Business Administrator 
Patrick Spencer proposed an increase of 25 cents across 
the board and across all Tri-Town school districts in order 




















to meet the pricing standards set by the United States 
Department of Agriculture (USDA). 

"[The USD A] calculated a new PLU - paid 
lunch equity rate - of $2.92," said Spencer. Upon the 
announcement, Spencer averaged the cost of school lunch 
throughout the junior high, high school, and elementary 
schools, with how many meals are served and came up 
with $2.88. "So we are low, so we have to raise our meal 
price to meet the requirements." 

Elementary schools will increase from $2.75 to $3, 
and at the junior and high schools it will go up from $3 to 
$3.75. 

According to Spencer, the USDA's PLU fluctuates 
each year by about 8 cents, "So by doing it at this [25 
cents] level, we won't need to do another meal increase 
for three to four years," said Spencer. "We have to 
do something," he continued. "We have to meet the 
requirement." 

The 25-cent hike will help the districts meet that 
requirement, while providing a buffer over the next few 
years to prevent frequent price increases. 

The last school lunch cost increase was in 
2014/ 2015, Spencer said, which was for the same reason 
as this year's increase. 

"The main piece here is, if we did not do it, 
it would affect our reimbursement," stated School 
Committee member Sharon Hartley. 

Spencer confirmed Hartley's statement, saying. 
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"We would lose some reimbursement money." 

The increase was not meant as an immediate 
increase, as all the district school committees would 
need to approve the increase. Spencer said he would 
have preferred to enact the price increase once all the 
committees approved it; however. School Committee 
Robin Rounseville said she would prefer to start the new 
price in January to give parents enough time to prepare 
for the change. 

It is important to note that the school lunch cost 
increase does not affect students in the free or reduced 
lunch program as the reduced lunch prices are set at the 
federal level. 

In other school lunch news. Food Service Director 
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Jill Hennessy said the lunchrooms would be going straw- 
free this year after a call for action by students in other 
elementary schools and at the high school. 

"Students asked last spring ... about this 
movement with straws, and I heard them loud and clear," 
said Hennessey "So I basically reached out to the staff 
and we are going to withdraw all the straws with the 
exception of the current stock that we have." 

Not everyone welcomed the idea of a straw-free 
cafeteria, however. 

"There are some students that will refuse to come 
in for lunch if they cannot have a straw," Hennessey said, 
"so it is as needed. If they request one then I will give 
them one, but I am going to remove them." 
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Hennessey said most students would still be able 
to drink from the milk cartons without using a straw. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee will be October 11 at 6:30 pm at Rochester 
Memorial School.

This year. Old Rochester Regional High School 
has made many changes including the position of vice 
principal. Former Vice Principal Michael Parker, having 
taken a position at Old Colony, was recently replaced 
by James Barrasso. Barrasso, previously from Sturgis 
Charter School in Hyannis, was thrilled to be given the 
opportunity to fill the position of vice principal, despite 
not having been one previously.

But something that really stood out to him upon 
entering the building was its cleanliness and the care that 
the maintenance staff puts into the building everyday. 

"I've met most of the maintenance staff, and 
they are outstanding professionals," said Barrasso. "This 
building is really a nice place to come to every morning 
and I think this sends a good message to the kids, that we 
care enough about you to make sure this building is well- 
maintained and clean." 

Similar to his previous school, Barrasso notices 
the passion and care from the teachers for both the social 
and emotional well being of the students. Something he is 
still getting used to, though, is the size difference. 

"I think the entire building could fit into our 
cafeteria," joked Barrasso. 

When asked his opinion of the new vice principal, 
Devoll said, "He is a great listener. He is very thoughtful 
in his approach to situations. He has an outstanding 
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mindset for a high school and our community." 

To get to know his new students better, Barrasso 
has been doing things like saying 'hi' to kids in the 
hallway, chatting during lunch, and working his way 
through greeting every sports team. Once clubs begin, he 
also plans on introducing himself to the various clubs. 

One of his goals for the year is possibly working with the 
Drama Club and ORCTV on various issues and concerns 
brought to the administrators by the students. 

Barrasso, who used to be a history teacher, finds 
himself impressed with the dedication, sincerity, and 
respect with which the teachers treat their students. 

He is looking forward to getting to know how the staff 
functions as a team and the values of the school. Having 
played hockey in both college and high school, Barrasso 
is a huge hockey fan and hopes that the coaches may let 
him occasionally play with the hockey team. And, he is 
hoping, maybe even the golf team. 

"We are thrilled to add an educator of his caliber 
to our school," said Devoll. 

ORR Ready for New Era of Football

For a few years. Old Rochester football coach 
Justin Kogler had the luxury of not worrying about the 
ground game entering each season. With Harry Smith set 
as his lead back, the Bulldogs offense had a playmaker 
who helped set the tone. But now Smith is gone, currently 
serving as a linebacker for Southern Connecticut State 
University. 

But the Bulldogs aren't concerned with filling that 

void. 

"The good news is we have three fullbacks 
that are all really good players: Desmond Dias, Dylan 
DeWolfe and Cam Brizinski," Kogler said. "And then we 
have Will Garcia back, who rushed for 1,400 yards and 
21 touchdowns. We got our quarterback (Cole McIntyre) 
back, he's throwing the ball much better than he did last 
year and we have some pretty good receivers this year. 

"Obviously, it hurts to lose Harry," said Kogler, 
"but it's not like we don't have anyone else." 

Garcia is certainly the biggest reason the Bulldogs 
will continue to succeed. His numbers (1,400 yards and 
21 TDs) would make him the top running back on almost 
any other high school team. Now it's finally his time to 
be the feature back, and his head coach thinks Garcia is 
ready. 

"He was ready for it last year," Kogler said. "But 
because of Harry, he was forced to take a back seat a little 
bit. This year hopefully he can stay healthy and have a 
good season." 

But Garcia is a different style back than Smith 
was. If nothing else, there's a major difference in size, 
which could lead Old Rochester to change its offensive 
scheme for the season. That will not be the case. Kogler 
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believes he has the personnel to keep the offensive scheme 
close to what it's been of recent. 

"The plays won't change," Kogler said. "The kids 
we have [at] fullback all can do the plays that Harry did. 

... We're going to have to be more balanced [with] the ball 
offensively, throw the ball a little bit better and spread the 
ball around a little bit more." 

With all the attention being on the offense. Old 
Rochester's defense has quietly maintained itself since the 
2017 season. In fact, Kogler thinks the 2018 defense will 
have a bigger impact on the Bulldogs' success than it did 
in 2017. 

"Defensively I think we can potentially be better 
than we were last year on defense," Kogler said. "We 
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lost four players, but we had Dylan DeWolfe come in, 
who's a starting caliber player. So the way I look at it, 
we lost three players, and the people that are replacing 
them are doing a great job. And I think we'll be more 
solid at linebacker and in the secondary this year than we 
were last year. I think we have a chance to be decent on 
defense." 

And for golf, following an undefeated 16-0 
regular season run, the Bulldogs golf team graduated 
its top players: Colin Fitzpatrick, Jacob Yeomans, and 
Jason Gamache. Old Rochester also lost freshmen turned 
sophomores Alex Wright and Cat Yeomans to Tabor 
Academy. 

That leaves Old Rochester head coach Chris Cabe with 
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seniors Alex Henrie, Owen Powers, and Sam Wiggin as 
the main returners. All three will serve as captains for the 
Bulldogs as well. 

Repeated as South Coast Conference Large Division 
champions will be a tall task for Old Rochester in 2018. 
Dighton-Rehoboth is expected to maintain it's impressive 
play Somerset-Berkley did not graduate a single player 
after the 2017 season, and Cabe expects Apponequet to be 
a strong team once again. 

It may be a more challenging task than in 
previous year, but opposing coaches won't let their 
players sleep on Old Rochester, given their continued rate 
of success under Cabe and beyond.

state grants to fund the leases for four electric vehicles 
— one Nissan Leaf and three BMW i3s (along with four 
free charging stations). These cars replaced hand-me- 
down Crown Victorias from the police department, saving 
the town about $35,000 in gasoline and maintenance 
costs over the 3-year leases. Before the 2019 fiscal year 
begins, the leases for these cars will end, so the EMC has 
submitted an article to Fall Town Meeting to request a 
maximum of $55,000 to either purchase the vehicles or 
lease new ones, a decision to be made when the leases 
end. The choice will depend on market values of the used 
cars, new lease prices offered by the dealerships, and 
availability of rebates and / or incentive programs at the 
time. 

Two years ago, a Power Purchase Agreement 
(PPA) that was also initiated and negotiated by the 
EMC went into effect, a deal that provided all municipal 
electricity from wind turbines in Plymouth at a 20% 
discount from the rate previously paid. To date, the town 
has saved over $173,000 through this agreement. The 
EMC proposes that a portion of these funds be used to 
purchase or replace the EVs, thereby investing some of the 
savings from the PPA in further energy efficiency, lower 
transportation costs, and reducing Marion's dependence 
on fossil fuels.

Hereditary . Starring Toni Collette and Gabriel Byrne. 
Directed by Ari Aster. Running time: 127 minutes.

A strange bird. Hereditary is. This shrill and 
unhappy supernatural drama starts off as a sort of 
psychological character study and ends up in the wild 
hinterland of sulfur and vile spirits. Much the same, I 
suppose, could be said of The Exorcist and Rosemary's 
Baby , to which Hereditary has duly been likened, but the 
more useful comparison might be to Darren Aronofsky's 
genre-smashing, audience-polarizing mother! I deeply 
admired that film's art and intensity while admitting I 
didn't have a great time at it — not all art is meant to be 
entertaining. Is Hereditary another case of a wooly bully of 
cinematic expression, destined to dazzle the elites while 
displeasing the mundanes? 

In this case, I have to stand with the mundanes. 
Director Ari Aster, making his feature debut, wants to 
bowl us over with Hereditary. He reaches into a big dusty 
box and hauls out every trick he can find — there's one 
embarrassingly "look, Ma, I'm a director" shot that puts a 
character upside down in the frame as she runs, and then 
the camera follows her and rights itself. It's a disorienting 
shot, and it calls attention to itself needlessly, as so much 
else does in the film. I could go spelunking thematically 
and justify the narrative quirks, but I don't want to. It's 
an effectively made bad movie. It plays fast and loose 
with logical expectations, but not in a way that especially 
illuminates anything other than its own facile twists. 

For the longest time, the movie seems to be 
about Annie Graham (Toni Collette), an artist whose 
mother has recently died. Annie had and has a fraught, 
complicated relationship with her mother, and she's well 
on her way to raising two neurotic kids, the brooding 
stoner Peter (Alex Wolff) and the morbid Charlie (Milly 
Shapiro), even though her husband and their father Steve 
(Gabriel Byrne) is usually a soothing source of calm. The 
movie starts to seem as though it's concerned with the 
derangement of grief and trauma, especially when Annie 
meets a fellow in bereavement, Joanie (Ann Dowd), who 
teaches her how to contact the dead. 

There's more than a hint of "The Monkey's 
Paw" here, and Pet Sematary and all the other spooky 
pop culture that advises us not to mess with the occult: 





"Sometimes dead is better." Eventually, as the omens 
and freaky scares add up, it becomes clear that this is 
all the movie is going to be about; and yet it touches 
on annihilating despair, and asks its cast (particularly 
Collette, but also young Alex Wolff) to lower themselves 
into an emotional meat grinder in a way that the film, I 
say, does not earn. I did not need to see a sad body part 
seething with ants on the side of a godforsaken road in 
the morning light, and I came to resent Hereditary and Ari 
Aster for making me look at it for no reason other than 
effect. Speaking of effects, there are a few scenes featuring 
the fakest-looking swarm of flies I've ever seen in a movie. 
Another scene involving a screaming character engulfed 
in flames is just high-pitched stupidity, as is another scene 
in which someone flips out in a classroom. 

I called Hereditary effective, which it is; an incident 
at about the half-hour mark pulled a loud gasp out of 
me, and not only because the hopes we'd placed in an 
intriguing character were suddenly cut off. Ari Aster has 
some chops, but he uses them to make us feel, well, bad 
— on edge, more irritated than frightened. At two hours 
and seven minutes, the movie dawdles at a few points, 
including an early shot that tracks into one of Annie's 
impossibly detailed miniature houses until it comes to a 
stop in Peter's bedroom — his real bedroom. Is Annie's 
art relevant to the movie thematically or narratively? No, 
it's meaningless, and so is she. Pretty much anything we 
came close to caring about in the film is thrown away for 
the insipid climax, during which a character opens her 
mouth and cheese falls out — "Give us your knowledge 
of all secret things. Bring us honor, wealth, and good 
familiars." At which point the viewer is either rapturous 
at having been so bamboozled or heading for the sweet 
release of the exit. Some will love Hereditary. I understand 
why, but I don't understand them.
